65 A VISORED BASCINET HELMET, the skull-piece is drawn out 
into a high point towards the back of the helmet, so that 
the apex comes over the edge at the neck; in the point 
is a hole for crest or plume; round the lower edge are 
a number of small holes for sewing in the lining, others 
just above are for the staples for holding the camail— 
both lining and camail are now lacking. The skull is 
forged from one piece and on the inside are deep marks of 
the hammer; the visor is of very large proportions and 
is produced into a long sharp point in a most skilful 
manner from one piece of steel. The ocularia are formed 
in a large ridge just below the part of the visor across 
the forehead, and consist of small gratings with two 
larger openings. On the right side of the snout are three 
large holes for breathing, and along a ridge just below 
are other holes cut into the form of slots; these occur 
on the left side also, and on another ridge on the under 
part of the snout between more round holes. The visor 
is hinged in the skull-piece by the hinge and staple -sys- 
tem, so that the helmet could be used without the visor. 
The brass rivets and part of the hinges with the pins are 
restorations. On the right side near the angle below the 
hinge is a small hole; this was for a short chain linked 
into the loop at the top of the original pin. The form 
of the helmet is exceedingly fine, and of good workman- 
ship, but the surface has been greatly overcleaned. There 
is no armourer’s mark. Just over the line of the forehead 
of the skull-piece, at some time it has been repaired.
